Some months ago several of the folks commented on the Energizer LED 
lights that were selling at WalMart for around $9. I have a pair of them 
(LED4AA1 is the only marking on them). About the size of an Altoids tin, 
they consist of two white-light LEDs that are inserted into the ends of 
two translucent tubes. Powered by 4 AA batteries, you can select both 
LEDs on, or only one. Battery life is claimed at something like 100 hours 
fo two lamps, 200 hours if only one is on. 


Well, my other interest is astronomy, where red lighting at night is the 
standard. So I modified one of my units by removing the LED that is 
illuminated when the "one lamp" option is selected, and replacing it with 
A Radio Shack #276-307 red LED, rated 3000 mcd. Now, in the first 
position I have pure red light, and in the other switch position both the 
red and white LEDs are illuminated, plenty bright enough for reading 
logbooks, rig dials, and the like. I'm sure it would not be hard to 
rewire the switch so it woud be an "“either-or" instead of "one-or-both" 
selection. That would save battery juice. 


The mod is pretty easy. Four tiny (use a jewelers screwdriver) phillips 
screws can be removed from the section that holds the LEDs, exposing a 
small circuit board that holds the LEDs and two 56 ohm resistors. The 
only precaution is of course LED polarity (observe the flatted sides) and 
to mount the new LED so that it stands off the board the same height as 
the other one. 


Then save the white LED you removed and recycle it to replace the bulb in 
some little mini flashlight to make it more battery friendly too. 


Get ready, spring will come eventually and it will be time to take to the 
field once again for some QRP fun.

JUST DONT TOUCH IT !!!! 

If you want to really make it a better antenna system, follow your friend 
Arnie Coro's advice and do the following... 

Instead of using a single wire on each leg, use two, three or five wires 
extending from the center insulator to and fanning out to be separated about 
5 meters at the place where the wire ends.... 


This is a FAN DIPOLE, much more tolerant to impedance excursions ( i.e., it 
is more broadband) than the single wire antenna. 

ALSO, if you want to improve the matching conditions on certain bands, add a 
4 to 1 balun in such a way that with a remote switch, you may select either 
the already existing 1 to 1 balun or the newly added 4 to 1 balun. 

As a matter of fact, my EDZ for 30 meters ( works from 40 meters all the way 
up to the 6 meter band ) uses just the 4 to 1 balun working into my PI-L 
antenna tuner. 

Using coaxial cable to feed the EDZ will certainly turn it into a very poor 
antenna system !!!

I currently have a 40M Extended Double Zepp (EDZ) up at 50 
feet or so. 


It is center fed with about 50 feet of ladder line down to 
near ground level and goes into a plastic box. It then is 
soldered to a 1:1 balun which then goes into my LDG RT11 
remote tuner. 


I run coax from the output of the tuner all the way into the 
shack. 


This set-up has been playing wonderfully but there are some 
downsides to using ladder line to feed the tuner unit such as 
de-tuning due to rain, snow, etc, etc. 


I have been wondering what would be the effect if I replaced 
the ladder line with coax??? Will the coax see too high an 

SWR and not be able to handle it in terms of loss??? Will I 
have just screwed up a very good antenna system???

Subject: Comparing Receivers 


There has been some comparison of receiver performance on 40 
meter CW. One comparison was made between a K1 and a Yaesu FT-817 and 
the person doing this found the K1 was far superior to the FT-817 even 
with the Collins 500 Hz mechanical filter. Another was a comparison of a 
Direct Conversion receiver to the FT-817. 


In both comparisons the FT-817 was very inferior to the other 
receivers. Alas, neither comparison told us how the FT-817 was set up. 
Since it did so poorly, I will guess that the 10 DB attenuator was off. 
That the pre-amp was on. That AGC was automatic and the RF gain control 
was wide open. On 40 meters this will sound terrible! And this is the 
default setting for 40 meter CW. 


When I set up my FT-817 for 40 meter FOX work I turn off the 
pre-amp, turn on the 10 DB attenuator, turn off AGC and turn down both 
the AF and RF gain controls to zero. (The 500 Hz filter is automatically 
selected when your in CW mode). 


Then turn up the AF gain to a nice level where you hear a slight 
hiss in your ear phones. Now turn up the RF gain SLOWLY! until you hear 
the band noise. Under this condition the CW filter works really good (it 
isn't saturated by high level noise). Tune around now and you can hear a 
pin drop. A signal you can't even hear in the default setting sounds 
like 589 with this setting. 


In summary, do not let a comparison between two or three radio 
receivers influence your decision to buy a radio. Look at the ARRL radio 
reviews where they have been tested with expensive gear. Even here I 
wonder if the ARRL tests are made like I set my FT-817?

Comparison of the Yaesu FT-817 and Elecraft K2 Radios 

This comparison uses data only from the ARRL Expanded Test-Result 
Reports for the 2 radios and will only compare things that are important to a 
CW operator's receiver on 40 meters. The data will be just copied from both 
reports to this paper. 


Receiver Noise Floor (Minimum Discernible Signal Test

Results: The 817 test had only the Minimum Frequency data. Since the larger 
the number the better the receiver, the 817 is slightly better. 


Blocking Dynamic Range Test

K2 3.52MHZ OFF 20 kHz -136 
817 3.52MHzZ OFF 20 kHz -106.5 


Results: Both radios had their CW filters on and their AGC turned off and 
this time the K2 is a clear winner. There was no test on 40 meters listed. 


Two-Tone 3rd-Order Dynamic Range Test 


Band Spacing Preamp OFF Preamp ON 
IMD DR (dB) IMD DR (dB) 
K2 3.52 20 kHz 100 95 
817 3.52 20 kHz 85.7 86.0 


Results: Both radios had their CW filters on and their AGC turned off. The 
K2 has a significant larger dynamic range. This makes the K2 receive better 
than the 817 on a crowded band. 


Swept Blocking Dynamic Range Test 


Results: The results are graphs that plots Blocking Dynamic Range in dB 
versus frequency from 13.82 to 14.22 MHz. The receiver is tuned to 14.02 
MHz. The 817 begins to loose BDR at about 14.00 MHz and recovers at 14.05 
MHz. The K2 is unaffected until the swept frequency is right on 14.02 MHz. 
Again the K2 is far better than the 817 in this test. 


In-Band Receiver inter-modulation Graphs 


Results: In the K2 graph the first order peak signal is -50 Db below the two 
signals and the second and third order peaks could not be seen. In the 817 
graph the inter-modulation spikes are easy to see and the second order peak 
Signal is -30 Db below the two signals. The ARRL says anything below -30 Db 
is fine so while the K2 is a lot cleaner the 817 is not bad. 


Summary 


The K2 has a receiver that is superior to the 817 in all important 
ways based on the ARRL testing. On a noisy crowded 40 meter winter evening 
the K2 will hear the weak signal better than the 817. How much better will 
take several experiments actually on 40 meters with both receivers operated 
properly.

Running the radio wide open is how most persons test a radio, that is fine 
if you have a radio that is really capable of doing that, the FT-817 is 
going to fare poorly in that test. 


The FT-817 has more gain than it can handle properly, so you are going to 
have to control the radio yourself, it runs way better if you back down the 
gain. Some of the really good radios can be used with the gain wide open 

and you don't suffer too badly, but they are generally very expensive radios. 


The FT-817 has a very wide range of frequencies, from 160 meters to 70 CM 
with CW, AM, SSB, FM in a very small package, it's not perfect but you do 
get a lot of radio for the money, you can't please everyone because 
everyone has different needs, but I think it is a very useful radio for the 
money. 


Even many of the expensive radios will benefit from manually setting the 
gain but most people don't bother, they let the designer set it for them, 
hopefully they get it right, on the FT-817 they didn't get that part 
perfect. Thankfully the computer between our ears can compensate for 
deficiencies in that and other radios.

>meter CW. One comparison was made between a K1 and a Yaesu FT-817 and 
>the person doing this found the K1 was far superior to the FT-817 even

>Direct Conversion receiver to the FT-817.

> In both comparisons the FT-817 was very inferior to the other 


>receivers. Alas, neither comparison told us how the FT-817 was set up. 
>Since it did so poorly, I will guess that the 10 DB attenuator was off. 
>That the pre-amp was on. That AGC was automatic and the RF gain control 
>was wide open. On 40 meters this will sound terrible! And this is the 
>default setting for 40 meter CW. 

> 

> When I set up my FT-817 for 40 meter FOX work I turn off the 
>pre-amp, turn on the 10 DB attenuator, turn off AGC and turn down both 
>the AF and RF gain controls to zero. (The 500 Hz filter is automatically 
>selected when your in CW mode). 

> 

> Then turn up the AF gain to a nice level where you hear a slight 
>hiss in your ear phones. Now turn up the RF gain SLOWLY! until you hear 
>the band noise. Under this condition the CW filter works really good (it 
>isn't saturated by high level noise). Tune around now and you can hear a 
>pin drop. A signal you can't even hear in the default setting sounds 
>like 589 with this setting.

> 

> In summary, do not let a comparison between two or three radio 
>receivers influence your decision to buy a radio. Look at the ARRL radio 
>reviews where they have been tested with expensive gear. Even here I 
>wonder if the ARRL tests are made like I set my FT-817?

I spent this weekend in the CQ WW 160m cw contest and had a ball, even 
though 

I felt like a minnow swimming in between the whales. 

However, the K2 receiver performed like the thorougbred that it is. 


I could crowd in close to stations that had the S meter lit all the way 
across, 

and listen to weak signals 1 kHz away. The biggest problem is not 
receiver overload, but rather the horrendous key clicks that some 

of the big gun stations have. When they run that through a kw amp, the 
results can be many kHz wide, and LOUD. 

The filters worked fine, too. I have strange carriers on 160m that are 
there all the time. I could easily copy weak signals very close to the 
carriers, say 100 Hz or even less. With the narrowest crystal filter and 
the audio filter at its narrowest, copy was quite clean. 

As Karl mentioned, at times it was beneficial to kick in the attenuator, 
back off the (IF) gain control, and turn up the AF gain. 

Instead of headphones, I use an acoustic filter loudspeaker which 
supplements 

the receiver's filters. 

If you want to know how well a K2 works, "ask the man who owns one".

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Its a bit of work..but you could use old coax like RG8. Strip off the 
outer skin. Then keep the shield for grounds and other uses. 

Cut the center insuator into appropriate lengths and drill holes. 

As I said..its a bit of work (ive never actually done it!) 

What I have done though..Is make a balanced 30 ft stub with 

2 lenghts of the center conductor piece from old coax. 

I used electrical tape to separate the cable insualted wires a bit. 
And this worked quite well. I dont know what kind of Z this balanced 
line would be..its losses ect. but it is rugged and looks alright as 
well.
